coal. Bat there is always the danger 
in the background that some reckless 
congressman will spring the pro­ 
position to take possession of the 
coal Helds and to make them as much 
a part of the government service as is 
the post offioe and that he will spring 
it at the psychological moment when 
the measure will beoome a law. 
It seems while there has been a 
very general hurrah in the Navy De­ 
partment over the prospect of this 
government having the biggest battle­ 
ship in the world and while most 
naval officers are in acoord with 
Admiral Dewey and would like to see 
a 20,000 ton battleship built, there is 
a ourrent of resistance under the sur­ 
face and there Is a faction in the de­ 
partment that would prefer to see two 
16.000 ton ships in place of the one 
20.000 tonner. Their line of reason­ 
ing is simple. They say that with 
one. immense ship the conntry is 
oariying too many eggs in one basket 
and also that to keep up well balanoed 
squadrons, their navy must have 
more battle ships to co-operate with 
the cruisers. This is a question for 
naval experts and one which even 
naval experts cannot definitely decide 
but which must be left to the hard 
and expensive school of experience. 
The adverse view is given, however, 
for the sake of keeping up with both 
sides of the controversy and the 
matter will ultimately have to be 
settled on the floor of the Mouse 
wtere majority of members, like the 
hiitorical secretary of the navy, do 
not know whether or not a battle 
ship is hollow.

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Washington D. C., March 31, 1916. 
For the moment at any rate, the 
question of the ooal strike has taken 
precedence even of the rate bill dls- 
oussion. It is not that Washington is 
any more directly affeoted than any 
other city in the country, but it is 
the city where a great many legis­ 
lators are direotlyjfaffeoted by the 
threatened change in prices. There 
are two classes of congressmen, odo 
whioh is affected by a obange in 
prices and one whioh is not. All 
congressmen are not rich, strange as 
it may seem to the outsider. Some 
are even dead poor and live in board­ 
ing houses, where they are not direct­ 
ly affeoted by the ohacge in the price 
ot coal, but where th«y will have the 
subject dinned into their inner con­ 
sciousness by the lamentations of 
their landlady. 
Others who are not 
directly affected are at the other end 
of the social scale and do not parti­ 
cularly care whether coal is four 
dollars a ton or eight dollars. 
But 
there are a great number of repre­ 
sentatives and a sprinkling of senators 
who live in houses of their own, and 
who are affeoted by a ohange in the 
price ot household commodities. It 
is these gentlemen who more than 
any others will have to do with legis­ 
lation, if it comes in connection with 
the coal situation. 
Thus Washington is a good place to 
look for the ory of the householder 
to take definite form. Congress has 
its eye on the situation in the coal 
regions, and while it is not imminent 
that legislation nationalizing the 
fields will be passed or that there will 
be any other radical move, it is quite 
possible that congress will begin to 
“make motions" that will bring the 
senseless fight of the operators and 
the labor unions to an end. The 
threat to take over the fields and 
operate them as a government mono­ 
poly is probably the form that the 
first agitation will take. There is no 
liklihood that this will be done. But 
it is a play that will appeal to the 
public, and as soon as the suspension 
order of April 1st goes into effect, it 
is a safe guess that some member will 
be introducing a bill of that sort into 
the House. 
The president has very wisely re­ 
fused at this time to take any active 
part in the discussion. He has been 
appealed to both by the miners and 
the operators to nominate a commiss­ 
ion as he did in the case of the strike 
two years ago, to inquire into the 
whole question. 
But the president 
has said that if he appoints a com­ 
mission it will have to be one with 
power to do things. 
He has had 
enough of investigation and he thinks 
that both he and the rest of the 
country know about the whole of the 
coal situation. If he appoints a com­ 
mission, which he has no right in law 
to do, it must be one to whose find­ 
ings the miners and the operators 
pledge themselves to submit. The 
commission conclusion is probably 
what the row will come to. Neither 
the miners nor the operators dare 
again to plunge the country into the 
misery and expense of a prolonged 
strike. Both sides would be glad to 
be helped out of their quandary by 
the action of a commission, which 
they oould blame safely for not get­ 
ting all they had promised their 
followers they would get. So that is 
about the outcome that the country 
may look for, a submission on the 
part of both employers and employees 
to the decrees of a commission and 
then the appointment of the commis­ 
sion by the president with the know­ 
ledge that the coal question will be 
settled for perhaps two yeais more, 
leaving coal no more than half a 
dollar a ton dearer than it was before 
the threatened strike commenced. 
Both the miners and the operators, 
which is only another name for the 
coal roads, are squeezing the con­ 
sumers of the country to the last 
ounce of fluid in their bodies, and 
they probably think if the house­ 
holders get used to eight dollar coal 
in the next two years that they oan 
be trained next to pay for nine dollar

The controversy regarding spontane­ 
ous generation—that is, the produc­ 
tion of living beings trom non-living 
matter—has been kept alive in recent 
years by the work oí Dr. H. Charlton 
Hastian. 
For, says tbe London 
Globe, Dr. Bastían bas maintained 
against almost tbe whole of tbe 
scientific world that spontaneous 
generation may, and does, ocenr at 
tbe present day. 
He professes to 
have seen it oontinuaiiy taking place 
in bis laboratoiy. 
It is always out 
of organic materials that this spon­ 
taneous generation takes place. 
Dr. 
tiastian recommends infusion of tur­ 
nip or beef. 
If these are treated ao- 
cording to certain directions, which 
are given, life will duly appear. And 
we are assured that it is spontaneous, 
and not developed from any pre­ 
existing germ. 
But Dr. Bastían’s 
critics will doubtless here say, “Life 
is developed in your infusions be­ 
cause they have not been effioiently 
sterilized. 
It has arisen from pre­ 
viously existing germs in the usual 
way." Dr. Bastían, on tbe other 
hand, reports that tho reason why 
other experimenters do not get life 
from their infusions is that in their 
zealous sterilizing they have destroyed 
the “germinality of the fluid," its 
potentiality of life production. 
Dr. Bastian also believes in what 
bas been called “heterogenesis;" 
tbat is, tbe production of certain liv­ 
ing creatures from totally different, 
apeóles. As if, for example, a crab 
should give birtb to a sbrimp. Among 
tbe remarkable examples of hetero­ 
genesis which Dr. Bastian claims to 
have seen taking place in his labor­ 
atory, tbe following may be mention­ 
ed : Eggs of rotiliers have hatched 
out into infusoria—creatures very 
much lower in the scale of life; dia­ 
toms have been developed from tbe 
oells ot sea weeds; chlorophyll cells 
(vegetable) have become amoebae 
(animals); infasoria have developed 
from the eggs of flies. 
It may be noted that all the ex­ 
amples of spontaneous generation 
brought torward occur in organic 
infusions, so that even if accepted 
they would throw no light on the 
origin of life from inorganic mater­ 
ials. It is suggested, however, that 
nitrate of ammonia, formed during 
thunderstorms, might play an import­ 
ant part in tbe preparation of the 
material out of whioh life was to 
arise. 
Dr. Bastian reproaches evolutionists, 
and with some appearances of justice, 
for not believing in tbe continual 
occurrence of spontaneous generation, 
such as he claims to have demonstrat­ 
ed. 
The majority of evolutionists, 
he points out, assume that tbe natural 
origin of living matter has taken 
place only once in the far past. 
Or 
if repeated in time past that, at any 
rate, it no longer occurs. 
But this 
is to look upon the process as a sort 
of miracle, and to assume a break in 
the continuity of evolution, which 
all evolutionists are anxious to avoid. 


A Developing Scientific Industry.— 
Lightning Measurement. — Electrio 
Chiir for Sea-siokuess.— Heat Stor­ 
age — Energy of Dissociation. — A 
Renarkable New Gas.—Novel Pipe 
Protection.—A Meteor’s blight. 
Artificial silk—of whioh the daily 
production is now seven tons, or five 
per oent of tbe total consumption of 
silk—is praotically pure cellulose to 
whioh the superficial luster of natural 
silk has been given. 
1. Derome, a 
Frenob authority, finds four priDoipal 
varieties.—(I) those from 
nitro­ 
cellulose or gun-cotton; (2) hydrate 
of copper silks, from cellulose dis­ 
solved in Schweitzer’s liquid or 
copper ammonia; (3) chloride of zino 
silks, from cellulose dissolved in zino 
chloride; and (4) viscose silks, from 
tbe decomposition ot sulphocarbonate 
of cellulose. The best of these silks 
are about half as strong as tbe 
natural, while tbe chief fault of all 
is tbeir great weakening by damp­ 
ness. They cost less than a third as 
much as real silk, [viscose being 
claimed to be cheapest, and also 
strongest and most lustrous, and to 
be insoluble in water, aotds and 
alkalies. 
A four-inch blaok disc, marked 
with a white cross and rotated 50 to 
60 times a second, bas been used by 
a German physicist at night for 
studyiog lightning flashes. 
Some 
flashes caused tbe cross to appear 
once, others brought it out several 
times, and repeated observations con­ 
firmed tbe view tbat tbe discharge is 
very variable. Tbe duration of some 
seemed to be about 1-1000 of a second, 
while in one instance eight partial 
discharges followed each other at 
regular intervals of about 1-1000 of a 
second. Others were shorter, and 
some were evidently not more than 
1-35000 of a second. Faraday thought 
flashes were at least one second long. 
The lastest chair for the victim of 
sea-siokness has a movable seat 
vibrated by an electric motor, tbe 
sensation produced being muob like 
that experience by tbe motorist. 
Surprising relief to tbe sufferers is 
said to be given. 
Tbe novel recuperative boiler lately 
awarded a prize by the Paris Academy 
of Sciences is able to supply steam 
for several bours after tbe fire has 
been extinguished. It is the idea of 
M. Maurioe, engineer-in-chief of tbe 
Frenob Marine, and it depends upon 
the beat storage of a mixture of salts 
having a great speoiflc heat, this 
mixture being placed around the 
tubular system of tbe boiler aud 
having its temperature raised to about 
450 degrees C. during tbe firing. This 
method of storage offers great economy 
in both weight and space over the old 
plan of using reservoirs of super­ 
heated water. After tbe accumulation 
is used, a new reserve quickly lollows 
the starting of tbe fire, and the ad­ 
vantages are believed to be specially 
important for the marine and for 
electric stations. 
Tbe new alchemy assumes that ele­ 
ments of great atomic weight breaks 
up into substances of lighter atoms, 
but tbus far the only transmutations 
observed have been ttie changes of 
radium and actinium into an emana­ 
tion, ot which aboat seven per cent 
seems to torm helium. What becomes 
ot tbe remaining 93 per cent of the 
emanation is not yet proven, although 
there are reasons tor believiDg that 
lead is a part of tbe product, in tbe 
atomio disintegration the energy 
given out far surpasses all previous 
experience, and it is estimated tbat 
if a fragment of radium could be 
made to complete its change in­ 
stantaneously tbe result would be an 
explosion millions of timeB more 
terrific than tbat of gun-ootton. 
Carbon suboxide, tbe new oxide of 
oarbon obtained by two ohemists of 
Berlin University, contains three

was ever known 
to recover from a bite Inflicted by a 
rpir n'doob.

cases is said to be much more agoniz- 
ing than in cases 
of rattlesnake and 
Gilamonster bites.

The smaller are cut 


up for rosaries and crosses. 
The work 


is all done by hand, and the methods 
are amazingly primitive to a spectator 
from the home of steam 
and electric 


power. 
But the results are extraordi- 


nary. The largest shell we saw was 
carved In scenes 
from the birth of 


Christ, 
the agony in the garden 
and 


the crucifixion, and had the general ef-

Joseph 
grew to understand

When the end came a year ago, he was 
surrounded by the remnant ofhis band, 
who stood beside his deathbed insilent 
jgrief. 


Pathetic Plea forFreedom.

the President of the nation. 
There is 
no sign to keep off the grass and there 
are no restrictions. The children own 
the place. 
The green grass of the 
W hite House lawns is covered with 
children, children innumerable, rolling 
eggs on the grassy slopes. 
If the day is pleasant it is a sight to 
be remembered. 
The children have 
been looking forward to the festival for 
days and weeks and great has been 
their anticipation. 
But genuine is the 
sorrow and many the tears among the 
little ones if Easter Sunday should 
be cold and rainy with promise of a 
bad Monday. Yet no weather has ever 
been so bad as to keep everyone away 
from the W hite House grounds on egg- 
rolling day. 
There are many hardy 
little spirits who will not be daunted 
by snow or cold or rain when it comes 
to rolling eggs. 
If the day is pleasant and the air 
balmy and the tu rf warm and green, 
what a tim e the children have. 
Such 
games as they invent to play with their 
eggs—games of infinite variation con­ 
taining 
infinite 
amusement. 
The 
grounds look more like a juvenile fair 
than anything else—an egg fair and 
the biddy hens around W ashington 
must needs have been very diligent 
for many days before. 
If the day is 
fair, too, the glorious Marine Band, 
the finest band in the country, plays 
sweet music, and the children dance 
and gambol to its strains. Truly it is 
children’s day in Washington. 
Wonderfully Colored Eggs. 
By 0 o’clock in the morning the 
grounds are actually taken possession 
of by the youngsters, little kids with 
wicker baskets and vari-colored eggs, 
wonderful eggs of green and blue and 
red and purple and gold and then 
eggs of lovely combination, and with 
beautiful figures, such as would make 
a wise hen cock her head on one side 
and wander greatly w hat happened 
to her plain white eggs. 
All sorts and conditions of children 
find their way to the President’s 
grounds to enjoy Easter Monday. Some 
of thq children are beautifully dressed 
in silks and laces and have French 
fiurses to watch over them and carry 
their eggs for them, while other little 
ones are dressed in very shabby gar­ 
ments with elbows out and toes peep­ 
ing from their little shoes.

And when the little people get lost now 
and then, the big policemen are there 
to take them in charge and tell them 
not to cry until their mothers and sis­ 
ters find them again. Then there are 
great rivalries among the children.

One 
little 
fellow 
gets 
hold 
of a very hard egg and he goes around 
picking eggs with his acquaintances 
or acquaintances he finds, and wins 
their eggs from them until finally he 
strikes some other little fellow who 
has a harder egg than his, and then he 
loses a lot of eggs. 
And some of the little rascals gamble 
oh what is a “sure thing,” with a 
china egg, sized and painted to resem­ 
ble a genuine egg, or with a hen’s egg 
run full of plaster of paris they will 
go around, and, of course win all the 
eggs they contest for, until some sharp 
little fellow finds out the game they 
arfe, playing.

President Cleveland’s two little girls, 
Ruth and Esther, were real little dem­ 
ocrats.

went out among the crowd of happy 
children, and they rolled eggs with’the 
other children, as common clay as their 
associates, not the children of the 
President of the United States, but the 
children of an American citizen. Per­ 
haps a little extra watch was kept over 
them, but they didn’t know it and they 
thought that Easter Monday was the 
happiest day in their little lives.

The railroad had not been built that 
has since minimized the difficulties of 
Alaskan travel in the Chilcoot region. 
Miss Malcolm declares that the tour of 
the Funeral Mountains however was 
more hazardous than her lonely jour­ 
ney through the Chilcoot, years ago. 
“No white person has ever visited 
the spot where I viewed the great cop­ 
per deposit until I made my way 
there," she said in a recent interview. 
“I have never before seen such rugged­ 
ness in mountains as the Funeral Range 
presents. 
To climb up alm ost per­ 
pendicular grades means to slide down 
others before the objective point can 
be reached. 
I have been a prospector 
for ten years and have passed much of 
my tim e in the mountains of Alaska, 
Colorado and other places where there 
is gold. 
The Funeral Range is the 
worst of any. I made up my mind that 
I would search for gold and copper in 
the foothills of the Funeral Mountains. 
I was compelled to cross the range to 
get where 
I wished to go, and al­ 
though I had no fear, there were min 
utes when, in climing, I did not dare to 
look back, but only kept right on. 
“There were many places where a 
misstep m eant sure death. 
All there 
was to do was to go head. Once started, 
there was no way to stop without con­ 
fessing defeat. Finally I found what I 
was looking for. A t first I could hardly 
believe my eyes. I had reached a point 
about twenty-five miles from the line 
of the Clark road and sixteen miles 
from the line of the ‘Borax Sm ith’ 
road, when the ledge loomed up im­ 
mensely. 
“Then I was happy. I have studied 
minerology, geology, and other lines 
leading to mining, and I have done 
assessment work with my own hands 
in deep shafts. In short, my experience 
has been such that I believe that I am 
competent to know whether my min­ 
eral discoveries are valuable. 
“The ledge stands up clearly from 
fifty Jo seventy-five feet, w ith hoth 
gold and copper in it—but more copper 
than gold. Millions maybe there In 
easy reach—a quantity th at I believe 
is almost beyond ordinary computa­ 
tion. If I am not mistaken the dis­ 
covery is valuable not only for its 
richness but also because it opens up 
knowledge of an entirely new copper 
belt in the Death Valley.” 
Picturesqueness is added to Miss 
Malcom’s trip by the fact that the In­ 
dian halfbreed th at she took into the 
desert where so many strong men have 
died is "Bill Kee,” who is “Scotty’s” 
friend. This Indian is a good guide. 
The next step th at Lillian Malcolm 
contemplates is th at of inform ing the 
railroad builders, 
now 
constructing 
lines into the mineralized regions of 
Nevada, of the topographical features 
of the country to be crossed in order 
to bring her copper and gold dis­ 
coveries reasonably within transporta­ 
tion facilities, and the place th at form­ 
erly required weeks for her to reach, 
will soon he made accessible, when the 
present railroading surveys are carried 
out in rails. There is plenty of timber 
in the Panam int Mountains th at can 
be utilized for mining purposes, and 
the toot of the steam whistle may yet 
be heard in the fearful fastnesses of 
desolation that, have so long appalled 
stout-hearted man, only to be con­ 
quered finally by a woman in search of 
precious metals. 


Story of the Hero of a Hundred 
Bad Runaways. 
Pompeii, of the New York mounted 
police squad, and one of the most in­ 
telligent members of the force, was 
retired from active service the other 
day. When the stroke of the auctioneer’s 
hammer put the big bay out of ser­ 
vice, he was saved from the ragman’s 
cart and night hawk cab by the de­ 
votion of his fifteen-year friend and 
comrade, Mounted Policeman Redmond 
P. Keresey, of the W est 152d street 
police station. 
Pompeii had spent nearly twenty 
years in the service and knew the 
rules of the departm ent better than 
many a roundsman. 
He was the show 
horse of the force. 
Catching runa­ 
ways was his business, but mathema­ 
tics -was his diversiaa. 
He could add, 
subtract, divide and multiply, and for 
years had been a source of delight to 
the school 
children 
along Seventh 
Avenue, where he was on duty be­ 
tween 110th and 153d streets. 
The children would gather around 
Pompeii in the afternoons and talk to 
him. 
Good at Mental Arithmetic. 
When a sum in arithm etic was given 
him Pompeii would listen attentively 
to the figures, ponder over them for 
a moment, and then announce the 
answer by striking the ground with his 
left forefoot 
If the answer was tne 
half of something Pompeii indicated it 
by bending his foreleg a t the knee 
and holding it for a m om ent 
His 
friends insist th at he could tell tim e by 
looking at a watch and announce the 
hour and half hour in the same way 
as he did his sums. 
Playing with the children was by 
no means the best part of Pompeii’s 
service. The records show that he and 
his m aster have stopped more than a 
hundred runaways in the last fifteen 
years. 
In several Instances lives were 
saved. 
Policeman Keresey and Pom­ 
peii have been almost inseperable ever 
since the latter joined the force. Again 
and again the comrades were parted for 
a short tim e when Keresey was trans­ 
ferred from one precinct to another, 
but each tim e the policeman managed 
to have his favorite sent after him. 
Hurt While Stopping Runaway. 
A short tim e before the arrival of 
Prince Henry in New York, Pompeii 
was badly hurt while stopping a run­ 
away at Seventh avenue and 125th 
street. 
Two days later, while acting 
as a guide for the Prince some dirt 
got in the wound and blood poisoning 
set in.

GUY ELIIOTT MITCHELL. 


The general policy of the Depart* 
tnent of Agriculture has been to en­ 
deavor to produce at home such plants 
as are grown abroad and shipped into 
the United States. This is just as true 
with regard to luxuries as to neces­ 
sities, and especially apropos is its 
reference to the Bermuda or Easter 
Lily. For some years efforts have been 
made to cultivate successfully the 
Easter lily in the South-eastern States, 
but it has been found that the climate 
of that section is not as favorable for 
the lily bulbs as it is in the Bermudas 
and Japan. 
Experiments have demonstrated that 
bulbs of the Easter lily can be carried 
over a season in cold storage, with a 
result that they are benefited very 
materially as it subjects them to a 
condition approaching that existing in 
Japan, the native country of the spe­ 
cies, where the bulbs are heavily cov­ 
ered with snow during the resting 
period. 
This discovery has opened 
new possibilities in the cultivation of 
the lily. Heretofore, bulbs have been 
planted in some parts of the South 
early in the fall, with the result that 
they sprouted considerably before cool 
weather set in. When severe weather, 
such as the South gets a t some periods 
of the winter, does come, this growth 
is killed and the plant more or less in­ 
jured. During the period before com­ 
ing into bloom, the plants rendered 
sickly during the winter often suffer 
severely from lack of moisture, result­ 
ing in poorly developed bulbs. 
On th e Blue B erm uda islands. 
Lily growing on the Bermuda Islands 
is an exceedingly profitable industry. 
Practically all the land available for 
the production of bulbs is utilised for 
this purpose, and while the rotation 
of crops, together with the most ap- 


Plants can be grown which are en­ 
tirely free from disease, and most im­ 
portant of all, that the seedlings give 
an opportunity to select better types 
than exist at the present time. 
The very best of these seedlings, 
some of which will undoubtedly show 
superiority in several ways over the 
parents, can be retained for seeds, and 
by keeping up the system of selection 
there will develop in a very few years 
strains from seed which will be proven 
of great value. 
George W. Oliver, the plant propa­ 
gator of the Department of Agriculture 
has been working on this particular 
line for a number of years, with every 
indication of success. 
In some in­ 
stances he has obtained blooming 
plants in from 7 to 9 months from 
germination of the seed, while in re­ 
cent trials, as many as twelve mag­ 
nificent blossoms have been cut from 
a plant within fourteen months after 
the plant has shown itself above 
ground. 
In order to further this class of 
work, the Department of Agriculture 
has obtained plots of land in California 
and Oregon where it is believed the 
Easter lily can be grown as profitably 
if not more so, than it is in either Ber­ 
muda or Japan. 
A point greatly in favor of raising 
the Easter lily from.seed, to constitute 
the crop of marketable bulbs, is that 
from one to two years’ time is saved in 
the operation over the scale method. 
The results of the work of the Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture 
in 
obtaining 
blooming plants in so short a time after 
planting the seed would probably seem 
like a fairy tale to the participants of 
the lily conference held in London in 
1901. One of the papers read at that 
time states that many species of Lil- 
Hum must have from ten to twelve

proved methods of selection and cul­ 
tivation, would undoubtedly be eventu­ 
ally a good policy for the growers to 
pursue, yet, except in the case of the 
more progressive growers, there is lit­ 
tle likelihood of this being done, as it 
would materially decrease the revenue 
from lily farming for the time being. 
This will readily be understood when 
it is stated that an acre of lilies will 
bring from $1,000 to $2,000. 
Some 
growers on the islands who thoroughly 
appreciate the importance of careful 
methods are using small bulbs in 
preference to scales, and are selecting 
and fertilizing carefully, but they are 
heavily handicapped by the many 
small growers who cultivate their 
crops according to old methods; and 
in these cases there is no selection 
with a view to producing and perpetu­ 
ating good types. 
Little manure is 
used. The methods of propagation are 
very faulty and they have not been 
changed since the beginning of the in­ 
dustry in the islands. 
For instance, 
in the growing of the bulbs for Amer­ 
ican markets the smaller sizes are 
planted in the’ fall and harves*°d in 
July, or before the bulbs have thorough­ 
ly ripened. In the process of handling, 
many of the immature scales drop 
from the bulbs. These are not thrown 
away, as they ought to be, but are 
carefully saved and planted with a view 
to raising small bulbs. 
These bulbs 
ultimately form a large part of the 
general crop. 
As a result of all these conditions 
the bulbs marketed by Bermuda have 
become impregnated with disease, so 
that, at the present time it is almost 
impossible to secure a bulb or plant 
which does not show some trace of di­ 
sease. 
T he A m erican M ethod. 
Investigations made by the Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture have shown that 
by the use of seeds instead of scales, 
larger bulbs can be secured in a much 
shorter time than can be produced by 
the scale method. 
Moreover, it has 
been demonstrated that in this way 


years to develop a flowering bulb from 
the seed. A noted scientist who was 
believed to be an authority on lily 
growing, stated that “In three or four 
years at most, flowering bulbs will 
be produced from seed if the young 
plants are properly treated.” 
While 
the experiments of the Department of 
Agriculture have shown that some seed­ 
lings are longer than others in coming 
into bloom, yet when these do flower, 
they reward all the cultivator’s labor 
by producing a great amount of flow­ 
ers—instances being known of plants 
with from ten to fourteen flowers at 
one time. 
Hybrid Philippine Lily. 
The Bureau of Plant Industry of 
the Department of Agriculture last 
year took up the problem of shorten­ 
ing the time of growing, as any short­ 
ening in the time of growth represents 
so much gain to the cultivator. With 
this in view the Department imported 
a species of lily from the Philippines 
which was known to bear flowers in 
from two to three months after plant­ 
ing of the bulb. 
This lily has been 
crossed with the common Easter lily, 
and the r 
It has been a hybrid, 
bearing as many flowers as the old 
Bermuda lily, with no difference in ap­ 
pearance from this plant, except that 
the hybrid will develop in four or five 
months, representing a shortening in 
time of from one to three months. 
While the experiments of the Depart­ 
ment are not yet completed, the re­ 
sults attained so far warrant the be­ 
lief that the new hybrid Easter Lily 
can be produced cheaper than the old 
variety whicti blooms not less than 
from six to eight months after plant­ 
ing of the bulb.

Orchard Notes. 


Soon is. the time when the apple bor­ 
er will emerge from the trunk of the 
tree in the shape of a fly and look 
about for crevices in the tree trunks 
in which to deposit her eggs. A way 
often recommended is to take a hoe 
aud hill up each tree about six inches. 
This will necessitate the laying of the 
eggs on the trunk where they can be 
easily gotten at and destroyed later. 


May will be a good time to walk 
rapidly through the orchard and* rub 
off the new shoots, or water sprouts, 
on the trunks of the trees. 
If much 
pruning has been done these will be 
found in abundance. When soft and 
green, as they are during this month, 
they can be easily removed, pulled out 
by the roots, as it were, whereas later 
they will have to be cut off, causing 
a liability to sprout again.

If any top grafting has been done 
and the grafts have taken, all sprouts 
below the grafts should be rubbed off 
clean, allowing the full vigor to go 
into the graft. 


For the best results fruit and other 
trees should be cultivated early and 
often during the spring and early sum­ 
mer, as that is the time when most 
growth is made. 
When the fruit is 
small there is plenty of sap for vigor­ 
ous wood growth) but after the fruit 
approaches maturity the wood growth 
decreases. 


Caring tor Transplanted Trees. 
It is well the first year a large tree 
is transplanted to put a tile at its 
base or a square box five or six inches 
in diameter, in an upright position, 
and stimulate the tree by pouring 
down soap suds or other water. This 
furnishes sub-irrigation and allows but 
little of the water to evaporate. 
Trees should also be dug around 
from time to time if rapid growth is 
desired. A tree can grow up in sod 
and practically stand still or by the 
use of manure and cultivation it can 
be made to grow as fast as desired. 
The sod method is frequently followed 
by the man who has no time to spend 
on the convenience and appearance of 
his place. 


As the warmth of spring approaches 
the system craves some fresh acid, and 
nothing is more grateful than rhubarb. 
A most satisfactory practice is to cover 
a couple of thrifty stools of rhubarb 
with an old half-barrel, inverted, and 
pile around it green manure. This will 
force it into quick growth. 


Green Manuring. 
Very sandy soils are more apt to 
show a beneficial effect than heavy soils 
from plowing under green crops as 
compared with applications of fertil­ 
izers or manures, for the reason that 
in such soils fertilizer or manure 
leaches quickly away, whereas the 
humus afforded by the green crop is 
more entirely retained, itself adding to 
the body of the soil. Sandy soils, too, 
are nearly all deficient in vegetable 
mold, and green manure is the easiest 
and cheapest method of supplying this 
factor. 


THE PHILIPPINE LILY. 


Planting overgrown nursery stock 
because it can be secured cheaper than 
young stock is a serious mistake. In 
the first place the handling is much 
greater, and, again, such trees will 
never make the sturdy and vigorous 
growth of the younger ones. To use 
them at any price is poor economy.

THE COMING FARMBOY. 


The Educated Farmer Becoming a 
Power in State and Nation. 
The time is fast coming , if, indeed, 
it is not already here, when the in­ 
telligent, industrious and energetic 
farmer will occupy a far more promi­ 
nent place in the affairs of State and 
Nation that ever before. 
The rapid 
pace necessarily adopted by those en­ 
gaged in professional and mercantile 
pursuits, in order to successfully meet 
the competition assailing them on 
every hand, is not conducive to the 
mental endowment of their descend­ 
ants, and the farmboy of rugged con­ 
stitution and industrious habits will 
be in ever growing demand to fill their 
depleted ranks. Much has been writ­ 
ten in regard to the prominent part 
played by such breeding and early 
country training, in the successful 
management of great mercantile enter­ 
prises and the marvelous discoveries 
and achievements of great professional 
leaders and much more will still be 
written upon the same subject The 
farms of the country have been and 
will continue to be the nurseries from 
whence the degenerating forces of 
those overworked brains and shattered 
nerves will be recruited. 
More important still, there is also 
a most promising future for the farm­ 
boy who takes up agriculture as an 
occupation. 
Farming is no longer 
mere drudgery and muscular exertion, 
in which man occupies about the same 
place as the beasts of burden, but it 
is an industry calling for the keenest 
intelligence and the application of 
well defined principles. 
If the farm boy can be made to 
understand that the cultivation of the 
soil and the feeding of stock are based 
upon principles as clearly defined as 
those underlying any mechanical or 
mercantile pursuit, and that the same 
skill and energy applied to the former 
as to the latter will yield equally pro­ 
fitable returns, he will be more greatly 
attracted to his home acres. When to 
these facts are added the opportunity 
to participate in public affairs and 
the assurance that because he becomes 
a farmer, he does not surrender all 
claim to public recognition and re­ 
nown, he will enter upon the work of 
the farm with greater zest and courage 
and with less foreboding. 
In order to obtain these results, it 
is necessary that the farm lad be fitted 
for the work as thoroughly as persons 
are fitted for other professions. 
He 
must study agriculture as one who is 
to become a physician studies medi­ 
cine, or the one who is to be an at­ 
torney studies law. He must not only 
know how to do all things, but he 
must also know why the things are 
done. He must know the effect upon 
the soil of different methods of culture 
and the effect upon animals of various 
systems of feeding. He must know a 
thousand things unknown to his an­ 
cestors a generation or two ago, and 
then—and not till then will he be in a 
position to practice farming as intelli­ 
gently and as successfully as the phy­ 
sician practices medicine or the at­ 
torney practices law. 
It requires time, hard study and 
some money to acquire this knowledge, 
but not so much as is required to pre­ 
pare for other occupations and profes­ 
sions yielding good returns. There is 
no study necessary for the laborer 
who uses pick and shovel at a dollar 
and a half a day, but preparation is 
necessary for him who earns three 
or four times that amount in any line 
of work. There is no preparation nec­ 
essary for the farmer who is content 
to harvest what the soil produces of 
its own accord, but preparation is 
necessary for the farmer who produces 
three or four times the average yield 
of the soil. The man who manipulates 
the soil and directs the elements of 
nature in an intelligent manner in the 
production of that crop is an almost 
greater factor than the soil itself. 
Father and mothers who desire their 
boys to become or remain farmers, 
should encourage them to make the 
requisite preparation for their life 
work and then there will be fewer 
abandoned 
farms 
and 
fewer 
dis­ 
couraged and disheartened farmers.
